The Mammoth Lihers. 


“It must bo borne in mind that the ! 


Lusitania, like her sister ship - the 


Mourctanins which is expected to reach 
the Clydo from Wallsend in ybout a 
month's time, has, been built with some- 
{hing more ia view than an attempt to 
reeapture tho blue ribbou of the Atlantic 
on behalf of Grent Britain, In a sensy 
she is a national enterprise, for she brings 
into closer relationship thau ever befors 
the two separate interests of the Admiralty 
and of tho wereantile marine. : 

In the past the Admiralty hay paid an- 
nual gubyentions tu various steamship com- 
panies, Lo sccure in time of war the use, as 
merchant cruisers, of their fastest ocean 
greyhounds. In this case the Gavernment 


has gone a step further. Ye secures, with- 


in certain limits, control of the Cunard 
Compauy’s cntire flect, und the addition to 
iL of two of the Lurgest and Enslest. steamers 
the world has seen: 

The subsidy of £160,000 a year which 
lke Government is to pay tethe Cunard 
Company will run as regards only half that 
amount fram next Saturday, when the 
Lusitania sails. The other half will not 
begin to Le payable until the Mauretania 
clears outwards on her first voyage. As 
regards ails, instead of being paid by 
weight, as formerly, the Cunerd Company 
is to receive £68,000 pur ammm, but the 
now arrangewent ts postponed in its appli 
cation until the Mauretania sails. 

Another important part of the arrange- 
ment is that under which the Government 
advance £2,600,000, nt 2] por cent. in- 
t, for the construction of the two new 
ships. Ty idea was, to fisilitale the 
wcnomical production of the ressels. 

The conditions under which the Govern- 
ment can hire the Heet of the Cunard Com- 
pary are specialty interesting. The ar- 
mngement ik that for every vesel of more 
than twenty twe knot speed the Gavern- 
ment shall pay per gross ton per

“A length of special fexible cable 
containing ten pairs of wires, and fitted at 
ench end with avcable head is provided for 
effecting connection hetween the ship's box 
and the shore box.
